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DETAILED ACTION 

This office action supersedes the previous office action of paper No. 4 which has been 
entered in the file. 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 
I. Claims 1-14 and 17, drawn to a compound and composition of formula I, classified 

in classes 548 and 514 with plethora of subclasses. 
II; Claims 1, 15-17 and 24, drawn to a compound and composition of formula I, 

classified in classes 548 and 514 with several subclasses. 

III. Claims 18-21 and 27, drawn to a method of treating a disorder, classified in class 

514 with various subclasses. 

IV. Claims 22-23, drawn to a compound of formula I, classified in class 548 with few 

subclasses. 

IV. Claim 25, drawn to a compound of formula I, classified in class 548 with few 
subclasses. 

IV. Claims 26, drawn to a compound of formula I, classified in class 548 with few 
subclasses. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
The above groups are identified as general areas. Accordingly, as groups they are 
independent or distinct as the products (compounds, and composition) of groups and would be 
capable of more than one use. For example, the products of group I and III differ materially so as 
to be patentably distinct Additionally, besides performing a class/subclass search, the examiner 
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performs a commercial data base search and an automated patent system (text) search. Moreover, 
to not restrict would impose a burden in the examination of this application. 

The above groups themselves are inclusive of patentably distinct subject matter. 
Accordingly, along with the election of one of the above groups, the following action is also 
taken. 

Group I- VI comprising claims which are generic to a plurality of disclosed patentably 
distinct species and applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species, 
even though this requirement is traversed.

Upon the election of a single disclosed species, a generic concept inclusive of the elected 
species will be identified by the Examiner for examination along with the elected species. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper
